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NATIONAL BROILER MARKET AT-A-GLANCE

Trade sentiment was fully steady to firm. Demand into all channels was slow to moderate; however, in parts of the Northeast
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and Midwest, severe winter weather conditions delayed some deliveries and reduced buying activity. Supplies of all sizes
were well balanced to short and often moving at premium levels. Floor stocks were in a full range. In the parts structure,
trading was fair to fairly good for mid-week trading. Breast items and wings were in good balance to short with good
movement. Dark meat was sufficient to well cleared with increased interest for leg quarters, thighs, and boneless cuts. In
production areas, live supplies were moderate at mixed, but mostly desirable weights.

GEORGIA FOB DOCK PRICES The Georgia f.0.b. dock quoted
price on broilers/fryers for next week's trading advanced .75 cents
to 79.25 based on full truck load lots of ice-packed USDA grade "A"
sized 2 1/2 to 3 pound birds. This compares to 74.25 cents last
year on February 14, 2007.

SOUTHERN REGION Trade sentiment was mixed, but overall at
least steady. Retail demand was light to moderate, best where
featured. Food service demand was fair to moderate, at times fairly
good into fast food channels. Supplies of whole birds and wogs
were in good supply to well cleared for trade needs. In the parts
structure, movement was at least moderate for mid-week trading.
Breast items and wings were in balance to short and continued to
move well. Dark meat was sufficient to closer balanced with leg
quarters improved, aided by domestic and export needs. In
production areas, live supplies were moderate at mixed, but mostly
desirable weights.

NORTHEAST REGION Trucklot buying activity on ready-to-cook
whole broiler/fryers was fairly good to good for midweek trading.
Offerings of most sizes were in close balance and commanding
premiums in some instances. Retail and distributive movement was
moderate. The market tone was firm. In the parts complex, breast
items and wings were in good balance to well cleared particularly
the smaller size wings; tenders were noted as in tight supply and
held with confidence. Dark meat cuts were generally sufficient for
immediate with legs and leg quarters in the best balance.

MIDWEST REGION Whole broiler/fryer market tone remained
mostly fully steady to firm. Offers were very limited. Retail and food
service movement was slow to moderate. Record snow fall in
several market areas hampered some deliveries and slowed
consumer traffic. Floor stocks in a full range; weights running
lighter than desired. Parts trade was intermittent on very light
offerings. Trade sentiment was fully steady to firm on wings, steady
to fully steady on breast cuts, thighs and boneless dark meat; the
balance of items were steady.

WESTERN REGION The market tone was fully steady to firm. Trade
sentiment was fully steady. Offerings were tight to adequate;
availability depended on suppliers. Special sizes and/or cuts were
somewhat difficult to find for immediate needs. Buying activity had
increased by restaurants; some buyers attributed it to Valentines
Day interest. Retailer demand was moderate to good. Floor stocks
were about adequate. Trade sentiment was steady overall on parts.

BROILER —TYPE EGGS SET IN 19 SELECTED STATES
UP 3 PERCENT

Commercial hatcheries in the 19-State weekly program set 218
million eggs in incubators during the week ending February 9, 2008.
This was up 3 percent from the eggs set the corresponding week a
year earlier. Average hatchability for chicks hatched during the week
was 83 percent. Average hatchability is calculated by dividing chicks
hatched during the week by eggs set three weeks earlier.

BROILER CHICKS PLACED
UP 3 PERCENT

Broiler growers in the 19-State weekly program placed 177 million
chicks for meat production during the week ending February 9,
2008. Placements were up 3 percent from the comparable week a
year earlier. Cumulative placements from December 30, 2007
through February 9, 2008 were 1.07 billion, up 3 percent from the
same period a year earlier.
